Three Officers Killed, and About 
Twenty Passengers Wounded. 


A Pittsburg (Pa.) letter of the 22nd 
net., to the New York Jlerald, says: 


At noon to-day, a terrible accident 
oceurred on the Pittsburg, Washiagton 
and Baltimore Railroad, about three-_ 
juarters of a mile this side of Conells- 
ville. A freight train going east was 
-unning at full speed in order to reach 
‘he switch at Connellsville before the 
approach of the mail. At the point 
nentioned, at a sharp curve on the road, 
joth traing came together so suddenly 
‘hat the engineers of the locomotives 
could hardly realize the fearful situa- 
‘jon they were in, nor had they time to 
nake much eftort .o check the speed of 
‘heir engines, which came together with

ong distance off. 

The trains came together, and in an 
stant the two locomotives were a per 
wet mass of twisted and broken iron, 
while the escaping steam hissing from

The entire freight train was wrecked, 
vagments of it being strewn on each 
side the track, while the | 
passenger train escaped with less injury.

Col. Rogers made his first speech in 
the campaign here to-day. 

He opened by denouncing in unspar- 
ing language, an attack upon his per- 
sonal character made through the 
columns of the Zra, in reference to his 
connection with the North Carolina 
Personal Estate Agency. He gaves full 
and detailed statement of his whoie 
connection with that matter, to the 
complete satisfaction of every man 
present, Republicans and Democrats. 
IIe denounced as poltroons, slanderers 
an 1 liars, all who dared by insinuation, 
to intimate that he was guilty of any 
fraud in the transaction. | 

He then spoke of the lease of the 
North Carolina Road by Maj. Smith— 
showing that the securities taken to in- 
demnify the State against probable loss 


as no prudent business man would think 
of accepting. He read from the report 


dence, refusing to answer questions as 
to whether he knew of any money be- 
ing paid to secure the lease, upon the— 
ground that the answer might criminate 

him, (Smith.) 

Col. Rogers then proceeded to prove 

that the Grant Radical party was forc- 

ing upon the country a grand central- 

ized despotism, and he produced such 

an array of facts and arguments that 

a way-faring man, although a fool, could 

noterr thercin. | 
Ife called attention to yarious laws 
tbat had been passed by Congress which 
ignored local State Governments, such 
as the Cattle law, regulating the ship- 


Cincinnati to Memphis, running 
through Kentucky against the protest 
of that State; the Act proposing to 
place the Telegraph communication of 
the country under the control of the 
Administration, to make our Goy- 
ernment likethat of Prussia, Austria and 
France, placing private correspondence 
under the control of the Emperors, then 
the Ku Klux Act which gave the Presi- 
dent power 1o suspend the writ of 
Habeas Corpus in times of peace, the very 
essence of the most grinding despotism 
ever known, and against which subver- 
sion of liberty, the people of England 
fought for over one hundred years. 
Under this tyranny, men are arrested 
without cause and, dungeons filled with 
innocent persons. 

Col. Rogers gave it as his opinion 
that Congress would next compel the 
Southern States to pay all the traudu- 
lent bonds that had been issued under 
carpet-bag rule, and read from North- 
ern papers to show that they argued that 
Congress had the same right to do 
this as itdid to pass the force bill and 
other similar bills, taking away the 
rights of State Governments. 

The Southern debt had been increased 
two hundred and forty millions and 
they now propose to pass an Act in 
Congress to compel the South to pay 
that. Col. Rogers said, we could not 
do this if we wished, and would not if 
we could. <A voice in the crowd—'It 
would ruin and beggar ue—we can’t 
pay it.” Then said Col, Rogers, vote 
uguinst the Radical party, and any man 
who supports the Radical party. 

Col. Rogers said that civil liberty was 
eone—gone forever, unless the people 
ot this great country would rise in their 
might and majesty, and hurl from pow- 
er this corrupt party and its supporters. 
Col. Rogers then explained the new 
Civil Rights bill. Fines and imprison- 
ment are imposed for excluding any 
person of color from Churches, Corpo- 
rations and Public Schools, Hotels, 
Rail Roads, Burial Grounds, &c. This 
effort to force socia! equality upon the 
country Col. Rogers denounced in the 
most withering terms. Hecalled upon 
the people to know if they would sup- 
port a man who supported such a _par- 
ty.
